But if the committee is wise it will not stand 
on the letter of its instructions, but will venti- 
late this scandal promptly and thoroughly. 

It is certain that somebody “leaked” informa- 
tion in certain quarters before the two-cents- 
a-pound tax was imposed on sugar, to the great 
financial advantage of those in the “know,” 
and to the confusion and wrath of the Minister 
of Finance. One such breach of confidence is 
more than enough to leave unexplored and 
unpunished. 

If taxation favors are being peddled for 
campaign funds, or for the personal advantage 
of selected parties, the public ought to know 
about it. If that has not been done, the Gov- 
ernment has the strongest possible reason for 
clearing itself and its officials and associates 
of the allegation. on.

Start Cure of Eczema 
By DOCTOR FRANK K McCOY 


The patient with eczema in a severe form 
can think of nothing else—the affected skin is 
fiery red, the itching may be so bad that he 
has a constant desire to dig with the finger- 
nails and the more he scratches, the more tor- 
menting the itching becomes. He may also 
suffer from keen embarrass- 
ment if the eczema is on the 
hands or face. 

The chief cause of eczema 
comes from the inside of the 
body; and my experience has 


shown me that eczema is a 
curable disorder when the 
internal cause is removed. To 


totally overcome eczema, you 
must avoid those wrong food 
combinations which build up 
a systemic acidosis which is

followed by a burning of the skin as the irritat- 


ing fluid is thrown out through the pores. An 
ordinary case of eczema is caused by a wrong 
diet and is cured by learning how to eat cor- 
rectly. Some of the errors which are most 
potent are: Using wrong food combinations 
such as starches and sugars, overeating of all 
kinds of food at one meal and the use of too 
many sweet foods. 

The symptoms of eczema may bother the 
patient over a considerable period of time and 
I have seen cases where eczema has proved 
troublesome for as long as twenty years. The 
symptoms most commonly present are: Red- 
ness of the skin: a feeling of heat; and itching 
which may seem almost unbearable. If the 
eczema is of the dry variety, there forms a 
scale? but if it is of the wet or weeping variety, 
there is considerable oozing of a clear fluid 
which will stiffen linen, and, as the affected 
area dries over, crusts form. Deep cracks may 
develop which are slow to heal. 

When eczema exists, washing with soap 
and water may serve to make the irritation 
worse and it is a good plan to cleanse the parts 
with clean cotton and olive oil. 

The first thought of the patient with any- 
thing wrong with the skin is to find something 
to rub on it. This is unfortunate as, while such

Under Provocative Tariff Losses 
Fifteen Times Greater Than Gains 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C 

“The capital investment which suffers from a highly pro- 
tective policy is many times the investment which gains by that 
policy,” explains Mr. D. C. Macgregor, lecturer in public finance, 
University of Toronto. 


This conclusion was accompanied by a table of figures show- 
ing that the invested money in Canada which is benefited by a 
high tariff is one billion seven hundred and thirty million dol- 
lars, while the invested money in Canada which is injured and 
put on a losing basis by a high tariff is fifteen billion seven hun- 
dred million dollars. This means that the tariff puts fifteen dol- 
lars on a losing basis for every one dollar it puts on a gaining 
basis. 

In addition to this, there are two other major losses, not 
only due to, but actually brought into existence by a high tariff, 


The first of these is the enormous daily loss in wages and 
salaries. Compared with the 1928-29 levels, which were only nor- 
mal wage and salary years, the daily loss may be computed as 
follows: 


Seven hundred thousand unemployed at $3.00 
per day 

One million five hundred thousand farmers, 
fishermen, salary earners and wage earners 
who have had reductions averaging $2.00 
per day 

Another one million whose 
averaged $1.00 per day 


$2,100,000 


3,000,000 
reductions have 
1,000,000 


Total daily loss not less than $6,100,000 


The second of these losses is the destruction of real estate 
values from the Atlantic to the Pacific, due to the fact that wage- 
earners and salary-earners have no money with which to pay 
rents and farmers have lost their buying power. This loss can- 
not be closely estimated; but it has run into the billions of dollars. 


Admitting that the high tariff makes high profits for the tariff 
protected industries; and averaging these profits at twenty per 
cent per annum, the total amount invested in tariff protected 
industries has been earning three hundred and forty-six million 
dollars per year. 

In order to provide that the tariff protected industries shall 
make these profits, the nation has been making the following 


losses; which are correct with a substantial factor of safety in 
calculation: 
1, Four per cent on the capital invested in

2. Daily loss of six million dollars in wages 

and salaries in respect of the 240 work

3. Daily loss of not less than one million 

dollars in respect of real estate rentals

4. Daily loss of not less than one-quarter 


90,000,000.00 


million dollars in railway traffic 


Total $2,563,000,000,00 


It is the dismally insane fact that to enable tariff beneficiaries 
to earn much less than one-half a billion dollars per year, the 
Canadian nation iw inflicting upon itself losses on current busi- 
ness account exceeding two and one-half billion dollars per year. 


In addition we have the wrecked homes, the idle youth, the 
destroyed morals, the distress of those in want relying upon 
charity; the rise and spread of Socialism. 

These facts cry to High Heaven for answer and for remedy. 
The figures given may be subjected to the most drastic analysis 
and revision without getting out of the region of most appalling 
results. 


Surely there are Senators at Ottawa and members of the 
commons at Ottawa who will demand that Parliament turn from 
smokescreening theories to actual facts and place the financial 
policy of the nation on a new and life-saving basis.
